BART Director Sue Hone 
to Speak to Women At BART 
at March 20 Meeting 


ue Hone, BART Board Director for 

District 3, will be the featured speaker 
on March 20 at a Women At BART" pro- 
gram. 

The meeting is scheduled for noon in 
the BART Board Room at LMA. Director 
Hone will talk about “Regional Transit Is- 
sues” and will answer questions from the 
audience at the conclusion of her prepared 
remarks. 

Director Hone's district includes parts of 
both Alameda and Contra Costa coun- 
ties, one of only two BART districts that 
crosses county lines. 

Previous speakers at Women At BART 
programs include Directors Erlene DeMar- 
cus, Sue Hone and Margaret Pryor and 
former General Manager Keith Bernard. 

The group's first meeting in April, 1987 
was in response to the 5-year Affirmative 
Action Update Report which identified 
women employees, who comprise approxi- 


mately one-fourth of BART's work force, 
as a targeted disadvantaged minority. 

The group's first program, in November, 
1987, when Director Pryor spoke, drew an 
audience of nearly 100. Women At BART 
has also sponsored panel discussion pro- 
grams on public relations and press cover- 
age, planning and development, and edu- 
cational opportunities. 

In 1990, it urged BART’s Board of Di- 
rectors to appoint a special administrator 
to monitor career opportunities for 
women. Women At BART also petitioned 
the Board to create “career ladders” for 
clerks and secretaries and to develop on- 
the-job training opportunities and intern- 
ships for clerks and secretaries. 

The Board urged members of Women 
At BART to work with previously—estab- 
lished Affirmative Action programs at 
BART. John J. Haley, at that time BART’s 
Deputy General Manager, requested a re-

Two BART Patrons Are Happy: 
Their BAAT Decal Led to Police Stop! 


dd an you imagine being happy to be 
pulled over and stopped by a police 
officer as you're driving down the road? 

Well, two Bay Area motorists, one 
stopped in Castro Valley and the other in 
El Cerrito, were very happy to be stopped 
and questioned recently about why they 
were on the road when their BART 
BAAT decal indicated their car should be 
in a BART parking lot. 

The BAAT decal is issued free on re- 
quest to BART patrons who park their 
cars in BART lots or adjacent to BART 
stations. 

The BAAT program protects vehicles 
parked at BART from Monday through 
Friday between 10 a.m. and 3 p.m. and 
from 1 a.m. to 5 a.m. every day. If a car 
with a BART decal is spotted on the road 
during the covered hours, a police officer 
might suspect that the car is stolen. 

The two motorists who were stopped

were glad to know the BAAT program 
was working so well. They had altered 
their usual schedule so that, instead of 
parking in a BART lot, they were running 
personal errands. But the BAAT decal cer- 
tainly drew the attention of the police in 
Castro Valley and El Cerrito. 

BART Community Service Officer 
Brenda Marshall, who is in charge of the 
BAAT program for BART Police, says the 
drivers telephoned BART to compliment 
the Police Department on the BAAT pro- 


gram. “ ‘It really works. It really works’ 
That's what they told me)’ Officer Mar- 
shall says, “and they told me they didn’t 
mind being stopped. They were happy 
about it.” 

Officer Marshall says that more than 
3,000 BAAT decals have been issued since 
the program was initiated in 1991. About 
50 of those decals have been issued to 
BART employees. 

Other police jurisdictions in Alameda, 
Contra Costa and Solano counties have 
adopted a program similar to BAAT and 
the police department in Emeryville is just 
about to launch one. 

“The momentum of the program has 
not died down)’ Officer Marshall says. “It’s 
still very much out there. It’s really catch- 
ing on and we know it’s working.”

“AN Aboard” for 
Jim Evan's Niles Canyon 


PLA Railroad 
(That is, Jim's and 499 
other PLA members) 


T hen Jim Evans wielded a hammer 

to help lay two miles of track for 
the Niles Canyon Railway several years 
ago, what do you suppose he was paid for 
his labor? 

The answer? Nothing! Absolutely not 
one red cent! Evans, like other members of 
the Pacific Locomotive Association (PLA), 
which operates the Niles Canyon Railway, 
donates his*time and effort. His driving 
spikes with a maul—a special railroad con- 
struction hammer—was strictly a labor of 
love. 

Jim, a'senior transportation planner in 
BART’s Planning Department, has been 
with the District for 14 years. He's been a 
member of PLA since 1968, right after his 
high school days in Burlingame. His high 
school was located adjacent to the South- 
ern Pacific tracks and Jim could sit in En- 
elish class and watch the passenger stream- 
liners come and go. In the 1960's, just 
before the decline of cross-country railroad 
passenger traffic, six streamliners a day 
passed Burlingame to and from San Fran- 
cisco. 

Jim first got interested in trains when he 
was six years old, and he got an American 
Flyer electric train for Christmas. He was 
enthusiastic about his toy train, but he 
was fascinated about how his little train 
compared to the real trains that passed 
through Burlingame and stopped at the 
station. He would go down to the station 
and watch the big trains. 

At the time Jim got involved with PLA, 
the group had about 30 active members 
and owned five pieces of railroad equip- 
ment. Today, more than three decades 
later, PLA boasts 500 members through- 
out the Bay Area and owns 11 steam loco- 
motives and 25 passenger and freight cars. 
it operates a single-track, standard gauge 
railroad between Sunol and Farwell in Al- 
ameda County. The route traverses the 
Niles Canyon, the same route followed in 
1969 by the Central Pacific Railroad to 
link up the Bay Area with Stockton and 
Sacramento. From Sacramento, the Cen- 
tral Pacific tracks headed east to link up 
with the Union Pacific tracks and form 
the nation’s first transcontinental railroad.

The Niles Canyon route thus provided 
the Bay Area’s first transcontinental link- 
age with the mid-west and the east coast.

PLA was able to 
lease the right-of-way and immediately 
started repairing the roadbed and con- 
structing track. 

The group received many donations of 
ballast, track and ties, and its members, 
like Jim, rolled up their sleeves and helped 
build the road east from Brightside to 
Sunol. They had a donated front-loader 
and later cranes, track tampers and com- 
pressors were donated. As of today, the 
track is completed all the way to Farwell, 
about two miles east of the western end of 
Niles Canyon. PLA hopes to reach Niles 
in another two years. (The group has long- 
range plans to extend the line from the 
Niles District of Fremont to Varona Road 
near Pleasanton.) 

But anyone who wants to ride on the 
Niles Canyon route doesn’t have to wait 
two years. They can ride over part of the 
historic route today!
